Fobn Price was Calt for a Silver Tapkard which he Stole from 
Thomas Price, of {1x pound Value, and another from-Caprain Lowe, 
of the Value of five pound. - Bo : 

Samuel Doſſey was Indifted for Felloniouſly Stealing out of his 
Maſters Trunck a con{1derable Sum 1n Gold and Silver, with 
Gold-Rings, &c. of which he was Convicted. 

George Robinſon was ConviEted of four Treſpaſſes, for Coun- 
rerfcicing four levgral Bills in Ofober lalt, dircEted to Mr. Minga, 
to which he Counterfeited the Hands of Mr, Marmion, Mr, Beau- 
mout, Mr. Ditton, and Mr, What; the firſt for the Sum of 100 /. 
the ſecond for qo /. the third for 95 /. and the laſt for 5 /. 

Fobn Bates was by his own Confeſhion Convifted of Stealing a 
Stiver Tankard from Thomas Mart, john Cotten being in Compa- 
ny with the ſaid Bates when he Stole the Tankard, pleaded Igno- 
rance, ſtood his Tryal, and was acquitted, 

Ten Apprentices were Indi&ted for a Ryot cotnmitted in che 
Cicy of London, VL. Thomas Page, G corge Dicks, Zobn Brown, Fran- 
cis Petrce, Gamaliel Webb, Thomas Fiſher, Thomas Langham, Joſeph 
Tenant, Thomas Turner, George Hickman, whereof the three laſt wer? 
acquitted, Thomas Langham was Indicted for an Aflaulr alſo upon 
the Body of William Spencer, as the ſaid William Spencer was peace- 
ably paſlivg the Otrect, near Or. Mary Woolchurch, but Evidence 
being given in Court that the ſaid Langham was not with the Rabble, 
but within Doors, the Jury brought in their VerdiEt that he was 
acquitted.of the Ryot, but nor of the Afſaule, 

Sarah Brown, alias Bowen was Convicted of Stealing a Silver 
Tankard from Mr, Willam Norris, to the Value of 8 /.
